Ue Loves llto Tribe and InlciulH 
to Become One of Them. 


A lad named Morrit Castoll applied 


ut tho Mayor's office on Wednesday for 
transportation to Newport, Ky., whore 
his relatives reside. IIo was about 15 
years of HRO, with sunburnt complexion 
and a wild look, and was dressed in fa- 
ded trousers and an old blue army 
blouse, and wore no hat. IIo told a 
romantic story of his captivity among 
tho Comanoho Indians near Fort Sill, 
which boro tho impress of truth. 


In January last ho loft Newport with 


his undo, who for more than twenty 
years has boon a cattle buyer on the 
Mexican frontier. 
When they reached 


Fort Sill, Slerrit nnd another boy were 
sent to water some of tho horses nt tho 
stream. 
While doing so they heard 


sounds like tho call of wild turkeys in 
tho woods, 
Being armed with it rille, 


Morritt loft tho horses in charge of his 
companion, and started in pursuit of 
tho turkeys, which moved further into 
the woods as ho approached. After 
proceeding some distance, an Indian 
suddenly sprang up in> front of him, 
and tho boy leveled his rifle and fired, 
tho bullet grazing tho nock of tho sav- 
age. 
Another Indian came behind 


him and knocked him down with n 
blow from his tomahawk. JIo was 
stunned for a moment, and on recover- 
ing found his gun taken possession of, 
and his hands pinioned behind his 
back. lie was then rapidly and silent- 
ly conveyed to tho village of tho In- 
diana and given to understand that he 
was a prisoner. IIo was well treated, 
however, and soon became attached to 
his captors. 
They frequently took 


him 
on their 
hunting excursions, 


taught him to ride tho untamed mus- 
tang, to chase tho buffalo, and to cir- 
cumvent tho beaver. 
Tho wild life of 


tho savages and^thoir rude costumes 
proved congenial to his adventurous 
spirit, and ho was fast losing all desire 
to return to tho haunts of civilization, 
and becoming a proficient in tho savage 
arts of tho red man. 


But tho mercenary savages had no 


idea of adopting him into their tribo 
and making him a "big modieino" or 
blood-thirsty chief. They had eaptur- 
od him "on speculation," and designed 
to sell him nu a slave to whomsoever 
might bo disposed to purchase such a 
chattel. 
They had other white boys in 


captivity for the samo purpose, and had 
sold many to other tribes and to tho 
Mexicans. 
They did not care to steal 


men, because they were too trouble- 
somo to watch, and generally made 
their escape and brought tho vengeance 
of tho "Long Knives" upon the poor 
Indian, 
Boys soon became naturalised 


in tho tribe, and in a few months made 
"good Indians'" Tho savages sent 
word to Gen, Davidson, at Fort Sill, 
that they had a whito hoy for sale, ami 
tho General, thinking it was better to
